The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the following in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims: 
An apparatus for measuring breathability and comfort of a shoe, the apparatus comprising a rigid structure made of heat- 
conducting material that duplicates the contour of a foot and is divided into at least three rigid structure regions that are thermally 
insulated from each other (see independent claims 1,30, and 60). 
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
